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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments filed 10/30/2006 are not 
persuasive. 

In response to the applicant's argument that the limitation of the S-shaped structure not requiring a planar portion is properly recited in the 
rejected claims, it is noted that all the claims require is that the S-shaped structure defines a non-planar transition. Since the S-shaped 
structure of Yamaguchi is non-planar, it meets this limitation. 

In response to the applicant's argument that there is no motivation to modify the S-shaped structure of McMillen in view of the S-shaped 
structure of Yamaguchi, it is noted that, as was previously stated in the last office action, McMillen does not explicitly teach how its 
magnets are affixed to the interior of the curved housing portions. Therefore it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to 
use the S-shaped structure as taught by Yamaguchi because it provides a means for affixing magnets to the interior of a curved housing 
portion. Nowhere in the McMillen reference is there any teaching against such a well-known affixing means. The fact McMillen does not 
preclude a magnet connection that is achieved by a method other than "binding agents, springs or screws" is far from a teaching against 
using the affixing means of Yamaguchi. 

In response to applicant's argument that the references fail to show certain features of applicant's invention, it is noted that the features 
upon which applicant relies (i.e., that the S-shaped structure not "require" a planar portion) are not recited in the rejected claim(s). 
Although the claims are interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from the specification are not read into the claims. See In re Van 
Geuns, 988 F.2d 1181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). 

In response to the applicant's allegation that the modification of McMillen with Yamaguchi would "destroy" the invention of McMillen, it is 
noted that this statement is unsubstantiated. 
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
